AN EXTRA SESSION 


OF CONGRESS SURE 


President Desires the Cuban Conititu 


tion Passed Upon by CongreM 


and Will Call It Together. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—An ex- 


tra session of congress is regarded as 
inevitable by senators and represen- 
tatives -who have talked with the pres- 
ident.during the last few days. Mem- 
bers of•both houses of congress are 
almost unanimously strongly opposed 
to the calling of an extra session'. 


Many of them have made plans for 


the spring and summer that will be 
seriously interferred with if they are 
called back to- Washington. 
The 


president is so desirous however of 
having the Cuban constitution passed 
upon by congress with the least possi- 
ble delay that it is probable 'chat he 
will disregard the personal wishes of 
senators and representatives and will 
call an extra session as soon as the 
constitution is received. 


There is no present probability of 


an extra session being necessary for 
any other reason than that of passing 
upon the Cuban cantitution. 
All of 


the appropriation bills can be put 
through before the expiration of 
the 


present session if the leaders in the 
senate wish to do so. There Is no doubt 
that they will all be put through ex- 
cept the river and harbor bill.

CARS ARE BOUGHT 


Janesville Rockford Electric Line Will 


Be the Best in the Country 


Fast Service. 


The equipment of the 
Rockforcl- 


Janesville electric lines has buen or- 
dered and will be as handsome as 
any line in 
the country, says the 


Rockford Morning Star. 


Superintendent Ellis has been in 


Newark choosing the cars which will 
be built especially for.the line by ihe 
Jewett Car Company. 
They will be 


thirty-four feet long, exclusive of the 
vestibules, which will acid five feet 
additional at each end. They wil. 
be finished inside in handsome quar- 
ter sawed oak with plate glass win- 
dows and mirrors. 
The windows are 


of the Pullman pattern with frosted 
panels above each pair. 


Each car will be fitted with a smok- 


ing compartment at one end in which 
the seats will run parallel with the 
sides of the car. 
The remainder of 


the seats will be like those used in 
the ordinary passenger car an the 
steam roads. 
The platforms will- be 


vestibuled and the motorman will 
have a portion of the vestibule set 
off for his use by a partition which 
will separate the portion used by the 
passengers from his room. 


The trolleys will be two in iiumbei' 


one on each side as the cars are too 
long for one to be used in the centei? 
and swung about at the end of the 
line. 
The one not in use will 
be 


fastened down to the end of the car. 


The cars will have a four wheeled 


truck at each end and each axle will 
be equipped with a 40-horse pewer 
motor of the General Electric type. 
The company guarantees a speed of 
45 miles per hour with a car of 28 
tons weight. 
The cars ordered will 


weigh 27 tons. 
Each will accommo- 


date 45 persons with seats and 100 
by crowding them in case of extraor- 
dinary crowds. 


Air brakes will be used as the hand 


brakes will be inadequate to stop such 
a heavy tram. 
This will be oper- 


ated by an automatic air pump which 
stops.as soon as the pressure is se- 
cured and starts as soon as it 
is 


lowered. 


The cars will be ready for delivery 


as soon as 
the line is completed. 


Equipment w<ll be added" to as need- 
ed. 
Open cars of some type will 


be placed in service the next summer. 


As the line 'will be a single track' 


with turnouts, provision has to be 
made for signaling. When a car pass- 
es a switch a -red light is turned on 
automatically at the next switch and 
serves as a danger signal for a car 
approaching it. 
The road is thus 


served with a block system. 
The 


main line will be straight ami when 
the switch is not' to be entered the 
car can run over it at full speed, as 
all the safety devices will be install- 
ed, allowing full speed through ths, 
frogs without accident. 


The actual work 
of construction 


will begin as soon, as the ground can 
be worked and before the summer is 
over Rockford peo.ple will be able to 
ride in the new cars.

School at Public Cost—Bow Rural 
Mail Delivery Might Be Accom- 
plished in 
Connection 
with the 


Trips to Gather in the Pupils. 


G. D. Ziegler, county superintend- 


ent of schools at Appleton, advocates 
the adoption of the township system 
of schools, and points to the system 
of Northwestern Ohio to show what 
can 'be done in that, direction. 
Mr. 


Ziegler has issued a circular 
letter 


continuing the report of a committee 
of Illinois superintendents who 
re- 


cently visited the schools of Ohio to 
study the system with a view to re- 
commending 
its adoption 
in their 


state. 
The system is for a single 


central school in each township and 
includes free carriage of pupils to and 
from school. 


One Ohio school visited stands in 


the center of the township. 
The 


building cost $6.000 and has six de- 
partments with two additional which 
may serve as library and office 
or 


reception rooms. 
There is 
K. base- 


ment under the whole building, part 
of which may be used for labora- 
tory and gymnasium. 
The building 


is heated by steam and the school 
embraces all grades 
from 
primary 


to High school. 
To this school all 


the 
pupils 
of the 
township are 


brought for instruction. 
The report 


says: 


Children Carried to Softool. 


"The wagons 
are provided 
with 


curtains, lap-robes, soap stones, etc., 
for severe weather. 
The board of 


education exercises as much care in 
the selection of drivers as fliey do 
in teachers. 
The contract for each 


route is let out to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder who is under bond 
to fulfill bis obligations. 
The driv- 


ers are required to have the children 
on the school grounds at 8:45 a. m. 
which does away with tardiness, and 
to leave for home at 3:45 p. m. The 
wagons call at 
every farm 
house 


where there are school children, the 
children thus stepping into the wag 
ons at the road side and are set 
down upon the school grounds. There 
is no tramping through the snow and 
mud 'and the attendance is much in- 
creased and far more regular. Witt 
the children under the care of a re- 
sponsTuTe driver there is no oppor- 
tunity for vicious conversation 
or 


the terrorizing of the little ones by 
some 'bully as they trudge homeward 
through the snow and mud from the 
district school. 
The coming prob- 


lem in education is the evolution of 
the country school with all the ad«"jd 
possibilities in the way of the 
en- 


richment o-f country life." 


System Adapted to Wisconsin. 


In commenting on this report Mr. 


Ziegler says: 


"I believe 
that 
this centralized 


system is the only correct solution 
of the country school problem. 
I 


believe further that soc-ner or later 
this system will be in vogue all over 
Wisconsin and probably all over the 
United States. 
It is no longer 
an 


experiment; for it has been in suc- 
cessful operation for several years 
in various places and in no case 
would the people go back to the old 
district system. 
The expense of the 


centralized system, including building 
and the transportation of the pupils 
at public expense, is not greaior than 
that of the district system and the 
service is far superior. 


"This new system would also make* 


possible the daily distribution of mail 
throughout the entire towns'Jdp. 
I 


believe that, if the people of this 
county could conceive the merits of 
the new system and. be convinced 
that it is no more expensive than the 
district system, they would make an 
effort to organize at once. 
All with 


whom I have thus far spoken about 
this matter were inclined to favor it. 
In Outagamie county a rapid transi- 
tion could easily be made in almost 
any township by a vote of the peo- 
ple. 
Most of our roads are Rood the 


greater part of the year and the 
state law is favorable. 


"Any township wishing to adopt 


this system without delay may do so 
at the spring election next April by 
voting 
for 
a township 
system of 


school 
government 
in accordance 


with Chapter 27, Sec. 552, Laws of 
Wisconsin.

'Albert, duke of Cornwall nnd York, 
iwho when he assumes the reins of gov- 
ernment will be known as George V. 
He was born on June 3, 18C5, at Slarl- 
borongh House, the London residence 
of the former Prince of Wales. 


The Puke of Cornwall and York is 


not yet the Prince of Wales, anil refer- 
ence to him as such is somewhat pre- 
nnature. That title does not descend 
iby right to the eldest son of the sover- 
eign, but is conferred on him by royal 
patent. Edward VII was made Prince 
of Wales when be was 4 weeks old, 
=and lie will no doubt in the near future 
confer the same title on his sou. The 
Duke of York Is the second and only 
surviving son of his majesty, the first 
having been the Duke of Clarence, who 
died in 1802.

In National Contests the Hcarleit Outlay 


Is Near tbe Cloae. 


The most expensive work of a na- 


tional campaign is done during the last 
three weeks before the election. Every 
doubtful 
state and city is closely 


watched by men prompt to discover 
every change in the political tide, and 
money is transmitted in large sums to 
the localities in which it is believed it 
will produce the best results. A few 
days before the election in 18SS West 
Virginia 
received 
$44,000 from 
the 


democratic national committee and the 
Republicans sent $50,000 to the same 
state. About the same time the Demo- 
crats sent $100,000 into Indiana; 
and 


three nights< before the election Chair- 
man Quay of the Republican national 
committee sent $300,000 
from 
New 


York to trusted lieutenants in Fort 
"Wayne, Ind. 
A fortnight before the 


election in 1896 the Republicans be- 
came doubtful about Iowa, says World's 
Work. Chairman Hanna at once re- 
nolved upon a. personal canvas of every 
doubtful voter in the state. He pro- 
posed that every voter not classed on 
the polling lists either as a downright 
Democrat or a downright Republican 
should be visited by some zealous and 
tactful member of the Republican par- 
ty. Before election day the thousands 
of such men in towns, in cities and in 
the country were sought out and 'ap- 
pealed to by the Republicans most 
likely to win them; and this canvass 
is said to have cost 
the Republican 


national committee more than $2UO,OUU. 
Reckoning all the expenses in all the 
states, it may be roughly estimated 
that a presidential campaign, including 
also congressional, gubernatorial and 
lesser campaigns, causes the total ex- 
penditure of perhaps $20,000,000. 


Most Tongues Have No Bible. 


The terms of the Arthingtou bequest 


of a. great sum of money to the various 
missionary societies has resulted in 
the disclosure of the fact that there are 
hundreds of tri'bes without a version 
of the Bible in their tongues, in spite 
of the splendid efforts that have been 
made. It is estimated that there are. 
2,000 languages and dialects in the 
world, and the British and Foreign 
Bible Society have had the Bible, the 
New Testament, and portions of the 
scriptures translated into a little over 
400 of them. 
That leaves, roughly 


speaking.1,600 different tribes and peo- 
ples who have not the word in their 
own language or 
dialect. Many of 


these tribes live in Centra^ A.(Hca, oth- 
ers in Siberia aijfl "Baly" Russia. 


Immense Herring Tmflic, 


The annual North sea herring voy- 


age, which begins off the Northumber- 
land coast, has resulted, on the com- 
pletion of the first stage, in a catch ol 
over 50,000 crans of herrings, valued! 
at about '£70,000. A cran contains, ac- 
cording to size-, from 600 to 1,000 flsh. 
As the flsh move southward, the big 
fleet of several hundred sail follows, 
and It is now making its headquarters 
at Grlmsby, whence its operations will 
shortly be transferred to Yarmouth 
and Lowestolt, where the flshing con- 
tinues until Christmas, and affords em- 
ployment to many thousands of both 
men and women, says Tit-Bits. Last 
year at Yarmouth alone no fewer than 
348,000,000 herrings were landed, and 
as this year steam flshing boats have 
largely replaced sailing vessels, it is 
expected this great total will be far 
exceeded, for in a single week 12,000 
crans have been taken on the northern 
grounds, giving a return of over £14,- 
000 to the fishermen.

lava and clay 


burned to brick were seen in every 
direction. In the Arctic regions there 
is another such burning cliff, which, 
when last seen, was on flre for twenty 
miles. The burning material was com- 
posed largely of lignite, but is believed 
to be made up of several other com- 
titistible chemical" substances 
which

It is not, too much to say that in all 
"that itlnic.lie has been tho most popu- 
lar, .mo,^,'. In .Great'Britain. By his un- 
.osfentatloiis manner he has won the 
'ftearts'jot. his subjects, and the only 
.class .who found fault with him for It 
ijas .been..the ."old" aristocracy, who 
, still ^cgard 1-oyalty as sacred. 
,. inhere. iEL. little or. no doubt that his 
.majesty will be.as strongly intrenched 
.ia,'the haar-ts, of Englishmen as king 
^s. h,c. was asi Prince oi' Wales, though 
he, will never receive the reverent, al- 
flapst idolatrous love-that was so frce- 
Ij; .given to even the name of the lati' 
queen'. 
;',A'lthougii there is a very widespread 
Impression in this country that his 
majesty lias hitherto led a life scaree- 
ly In accord with the canbus of good 
'inorals,. there is little .doultt tliat his 
faults, have boon exaggerated.

trne, however,, that In his earlier years 


., he did not always fool himself bound 
'strictly by conventionality. Most of the 
scandalous, tales about tht! former 
Prince of Wales originated In his fontl- 
ndss: fo'r sport'and cards. IIo is a keen 
sportsman, being especially fond of 
boirse racing ' and yachting. He has

.King Edward VII is the only British 
sovereign ,wlio haa visited the United 
Sta.tes.,,. He visited , this country in 
18130, .a boy of 19. As a return for the 
service^.-of the Canadian1 regiment in 
th©,;.Crimea her majesty ' was asbec 
tp visit her American colonies, but she 
was unable to dp so and sent her eldest 
son to represent her. 
After making 


official visits.in Canada his royal higl 
ness visited the United States undei 
his .iuiuor.title of. Baron Renfrew. Be- 
fore crossing to the United States he 
made this speech, which well expresses 
his constant attitude toward our half 
of the English speaking race: 


"My duties as representative of the 


queen cease this day, but in a private 
capacity I am about to visit before I 
return homo that remarkable land 
which claims with us common ancestry 
and in whose extraordinary progress 
every Englishman feels a common in- 
terest,",-He, was received here with 
extraordinary honors and ceremonies. 


King Edward has carefully avoided 


expressing sympathy with any political 
party,- so that even most of his closest 
personal.friends do not know where he 
stands on partisan questions. He wil 
rule England as his mother did. strictly 
as a constitutional sovereign, and there 
Is little doubt that he will continue his 
noninterference in politics. 
He is a 


•well educated, brainy English, gentle- 
man, gifted with the cornnion sense of 
most q'l* his countrymen and subjects. 
Besides English, tie speaks German, 
French. Italian and Russian. 


T-he new:queen of-England is one of 


the-most lovable and lovely of "royal 
•women and is a daughter of the king of 
Denmark. She .hn.s endeared herself to 
the English people by her charities and 
her interest i'u their welfare, and noth- 
ing ID the past career of the new king 
has so raised him in the esteem of his 
people as his devotion to his wife. 
Their marriage was a love match pure 
and simple and had the entire approv- 
al of the queen and the English public. 
It Is by repeating the numerous well 
known instances of the affection dis- 
played by Edward VII for his consort 
that his friends give the lie to the sto- 
ries of the wildness of his life.
